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Yerger, Ware Win Party Nominations

area in the U.S. House of Rep­ 
resentatives next January. 
At least that's the way it ap­ 
pears as the result of incom­ 
plete returns reported for the 
three-county 5th Congressional 
District early today. 


By 1:30 a.m. officials of both 
parties were projecting Ware 
and Yerger as 'the winners of 
their respective party nomina­ 
tions. Ware held a commanding 
lead over his two Republican 
opponents, while Yerger was 


leading his Democratic oppo­ 
nent by five" votes to four. 
At 
presstim e 
Ware 
gained 
22.900 votes from Chester, Mont­ 
gomery and Delaware Counties 
com pared with 14,293 picked up 
by Charles C. Holt 3rd, Dela­ 
ware County challenger, 
and 
8,358 polled by Boyd Miller.,. 
West. Chester. 
While the returns were incom­ 
plete, the 'Count at that time 
was enough, officials said, to re­ 
move all doubt about the out* 
come. 
At 
the 
sam e hour Yerger 
polled 5.557 votes compared to 
the 4,074 earned by John R. 
Franco, E ast Goshen Township 
Democrat. 
One of the surprises of the 
election was that Chester Coun­ 


ty, with its paper ballot, system., 
had returns in the courthouse 
earlier than Delaware County 
which uses voting machines. 
The difficulty in obtaining Je­ 
suits, especially for Democratic 
races, in Delaware County, was 
blamed as the reason no clear- 
cut decision could be made on, 
the outcome. 
W are, who was endorsed by 
th e . Republican organizations of 
all three counties, campaigned 
on the basis of his support for 
the Nixon administration in Con­ 
gress. 
The Oxford, Chester County, 
law m aker earned a 93 'per cent 
record In voting support for the 
P resident's policies and. had the 
best attendance record of any 
congressm an—responding to 94 


per cent of all roll call votes. 
The m ajor threat to Ware’s 
return trip to Washington was 
from Holt, a man woh indicated 
money was no object in. nis 
quest for the congressional seat. 
He advertised extensively on 
radio 
and 
in 
newspapers, 
through posters, bumper stick­ 
ers and personal form letters 
to voters. Ware, on the other 
hand, said he 'was limiting his 
cam paign spending to $12,000. 
The congressman also limited, 
his tim e. He said he was sent 
to Washington by the voters to 
serve them, there, “not to cam ­ 
paign door to door for re-elec­ 
tion.” 
Third candidate In the race 
was Miller, an anti-pollution en­ 
gineer who was forced to wage 


an uphill battle from the out­ 
set. His campaign was aimed 
at attacking the Republican or­ 
ganization in the three counties 
which he characterized as “ The 
machine.’" 
Holt, on the other hand, re­ 
frained from criticizing the Re­ 
publican organization too strong­ 
ly. To some this indicated he 
wanted to rem ain in the party’s 
good graces for a later attem pt 
at public office. 
On the Democratic side of the 
picture, the question, of why 
Franco did little campaigning in 
the Montgomery County 'part of 
the 5th Congressional District 
was answered vividly by the re­ 
sults.

Democratic presidential 
prim ary Tuesday", maintaining 
a 2-1 lead over chief rival Sen, 
Edmund S. Muskie. 
McGovern picked up the lead 
In most, of the state’s 12 con­ 
gressional districts early in the 
'Counting. 
He maintained a belter than 
2-1 margin in most districts lo­ 
cated in the eastern part of the 
state. 
With 1.1 per cent of the vote 
counted, McGovern was leading 
Muskie 28,431 to 12.027. giving 
McGovern 46 per cent of the to­ 
tal at that point while Muskie 
had 21 per cent. 


President Nixon won in the 
Republican Primary, capturing 
79 per cent of the vote with 9 
per cent reported. 
Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama made a surprisingly 
strong showing, commanding 10 
per cent of the early vote to 
jump into third place ahead of 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, who 
was getting 8 per cent.

Scientists hope the microbe 
experim ent will help determine 
how the harsh environment of 
deep space affects the growth 
and mutation of micro-organ­ 
isms and thus also help learn

Dr. It. E. Benson, a Manned 
Spacecraft 
Center 
scientist, 
said the microbial experiment 
was the start of a series of in­ 
vestigations to be continued in 
coming 
years 
aboard 
other 
spacecraft, to determine wheth­ 
er man can live in deep space 
for the months and years re­ 
quired for such travel. 
During his space walk Mat­ 
tingly mounted a container out­ 
side the ship and opened a lid 
to allow the ultraviolet rays to 
pepper the microbes, still in­ 
side clear glass trays. Another 
20 million bacteria fungi and vi­ 
ruses were exposed to the near 
vacuum of space but not to the 
rays, and 20 million more ex­ 
perienced only cold and weigh­ 
tlessness. 
The effects of the 10-minute 
experim ent 
will 
be 
studied 
when the microbes are returned 
to earth. 
If there are mutations, the 
microbes would not be turned 
into science fiction monsters. 
But Benson said, “If there are 
effects, I would expect them to 
b e 
detrimenlai—to 
retard 
growth and development.”

Next time a critical article 
like this is printed I hope The 
Mercury will print some con­ 
structive criticism instead of the 
destructive aspect which I found 
in this article. I hope next 
time you make sure your in­ 
formation is valid.

All Around the Town 


Officer's Dicry Tells 
Of Pennsylvania Line 
By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
A rra H istorian 
This column, stays as close to this area as a 
rule as material permits, although there are 
times when a fling into remote regions is a tonic 
which does no harm. We have thus far not ex­ 
amined the letter-books of Lt. Enos Reeves of 
the Pennsylvania Line. 
During the Revolution, he served on many 
fronts. Extracts of his letters were published 
in a series of issues of the Pennsylvania Maga­ 
zine of History starting in 1898. It seems sur­ 
prising that a Pennsylvania boy of that period 
should have had to travel all the way into North 
Carolina to discover bundling. His reaction like­ 
wise, is interesting. 
, 
His descriptions of the rural South are not 
always flattering, but then, he was not writing 
a travelogue. We find them a part of Americana. 
His letters have all been numbered, and we be­ 
gin. with No. 216, Skipwith Farm s, Nov. 23, 178! 
(Vol. XXI, No. 2): 
“Amelia County (Virginia), which joins this 
. . . has a vast number of first families living in 
it, the ladies of which have made themselves 
famous by an Association they enter’d into early 
in the war, ‘That they were determined to live 
single ’till the conclusion of the war without they 
married an officer of the Army or one who 
served their Country in. a public manner since 
the commencement of the war.’ 
“I am told by men who have seen them, that 
the ladies are very genteel, handsome and of the 
first families of Virginia, who are of this Associ­ 
ation. I must confess I should have been, very 
happy to have seen girls who have discovered so 
much Patriotism to the World.” 
If there are any lingering illusions in regard 
to the “romance” of the dueling system at dawn, 
the following reveals in what light Lt. Reeves 
viewed the Code: 
“On the 21st, (1781) we marched to Earle 
Edmunds' farm. In the morning before we 
marched off a Duell was fought in the Maryland 
Line between Captain Menzie and Ensign Bettis 
— each fired and miss’d; fired the second time 
and miss’d; and the third fire the Ensign shot 
Capt. Menzie thro’ the head, of which, he died im­ 
mediately. The others had a hole dug and buried 
him on the spot in his clothes, and march’d off 
without further ceremony. He had used Bettis 
very ill, who has since been ordered to take his 
command, and no further notice is taken of it. 
Congress and the Legislative body have used 
every means in their power to stop dueling . . . ” 
Letter No. 238 — Guilford Court House, N. C.t 
March 31, 1782 (Vol. XXI, No. 4): 
“I arrived at Mr. Mavbanes. a Commission­ 
er, where I met my men. On the 28th we were 
detained for a wagon. I spent the evening with 
several Country girls, who were here spinning, 
having sung a song or two in order to get one 
of the girls to sing. I was obliged to sing as manv 
to get her to stop, for she began a song with 62 
verses and had proceeded as far as 30, when I 
was so tired of it, that I beg’d her to stop,, for 
it was a horrid, disagreeable tune. Any man 
that would make a song to contain 62 verses 
ought to be whip’d for his folly . . . 
. . . we passed Guilford Court House about 
the middle of the day. where there is nothing 
to he seen but ruins, graves and desolation . . . ” 
Letter No. 238. Charlotte, N. C., April 8: 
” . . . toward evening I rode as far as Gen­ 
eral Lock’s of the Militia. The General, his wife, 
four daughters and two sons, are all rough chil­ 
dren of nature. I was not a little surprised to 
see the General’s lady soon after my arrival 
measuring whiskey out by the gill to any person 
who would please to call for it, and was told 
they kept no tavern either. The families here, 
in one respect, resemble the low Dutch in their 
way of eating — that is the whole family sup 
their Mush .and Milk, out of one large dish for 
that purpose. 
” . . . It was here I witnessed that practice, 
vulgarly called bundling . . . Please to excuse 
me, for I cannot speak of it with any degree 
of patience.” 
Letter No. 240, Waxaw. S. C., April 13: 
“I rode on to Mr. Crawford’s through the rain, 
where the Quarter Master’s store is kept by a 
Mr. Galbraith.- I was invited by Mr. Galbraith 
in the evening to accompany him to a dance, at 
a house about a mile off, — their next neighbors. 
Mr. Crawford and two of his daughters rode with 
us; tho’ it rained exceedingly hard. The eldest 
of his daughters is the only genteel girl that I 
have seen in 300 miles. Galbraith had one girl, 
and I the other behind me; we had to ford a 
creek, that was very deep at this time, and when 
we got within a quarter of a mile of the house 
we heard the company dancing. 
“We arrived tolerably wet. The house was 
small and the floor was loose boarded, and they 
much warped with the heat of the fire. The com­ 
pany consisted of about 7 awkward, country girls 
and 3 or 4 young married women, and about 6 
or 7 men, who were much worse than the girls, 
and most of them nearly drunk. The fiddle and 
the fiddler was much alike for neither of them, 
nor both together could play; he, however, when 
he could not play a tune, would always sing it, 
or attempt it. Their dancing was a continued 
scene of labor and confusion. We attempted a 
country dance or two, and except for about 3 
couples, the rest were intolerably awkward as 
they hobbled through the figures without minding 
the tune. 
“We had a tolerable supper of meat and bread, 
with a little buttermilk and drank some bad 
whiskey. We left the company about 12 o’clock, 
the men mostly drunk and some of the girls 
lively. Tvvas with the greatest difficulty we got 
home through the rain, the creek the woods and 
the darkness of night, — the latter was so great 
that for my life I could not sec my horses’ head. 
“The first misfortune was my lady’s hat was 
pulled off by the limb of a tree, and my horse 
came near running into a ditch and must have 
broken his neck, as well as ours. The freshet 
has run so high we were nearly carried down 
stream . . . it was a horrible kind of a frolic.”

One of the truisms of Capitol 
Hill 
life 
is 
that 
while 
the 
G o v e r n o r 
proposes, 
the 
Legislature disposes. 


This is just the stage reached 
r e g a r d i n g 
the 
spending 
blueprint 
for 
the 
State 
of 
Pennsylvania for fiscal 1972-73 
which jumps out of the starting 
gate July 1. 
Businessman - turned - Gover­ 
nor Milton Jerrold Shapp has 
Offered 
his 
proposed 
budget 
approaching 
the 
$4 
billion 
(that’s 
billion, 
not 
million!) 
mark in just another of a long, 
dreary 
line 
of 
record-high 
budgets. 
His 
Excellency 
sought 
to 
c u s h i o n 
the 
Impact 
by 
bally booing the fact that there 
would be no new or increased 
taxes (which, of course, w’ould 
be unthinkable in an election 
year, anyhow). 


But 
the 
key 
word 
is 
“proposed.” 


Because it’s up to the House 
and 
Senate in its collective 
wisdom to mull over the Chief 
of State’s money plan and come 
up with an improved (in their 
eyes) version if possible. 
It 
could 
be 
more 
or less, 
so 
flexibility is the byword at this 
stage. 
The fact that the Governor 
is a Democrat and that this 
party also controls both the 
House and Senate means clear 
sailing for his budget; a rubber 
stamp, if you will. Right? Don’t 
bet on it! 
Same party or no, the elected 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e s in both 
chambers have got their own 
ideas of how best to convert 
t a x p a y e r s * sheckles into 
governmental services. 


What is more, the Democratic 
margin in the Senate is paper 


t h i n 
although 
the 
House 
Democrats enjoy a comfortable 
margin for the nonce. 


To borrow' a current national 
phrase, the budget proceedings 
are now in “ Phase II” during 
which the House Appropriations 
Committee 
is 
applying 
the 
microscope to the Governor’s 
proposed budget on a depart- 
ment-by-department basis. 


The 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Committee 
will 
begin 
its 
proceedings next month. Both 
House and Senate proceedings 
are open 
to the 
public, of 
course, but the usual audience 
consists mostly of news media 
p e r s o n n e l , lobbyists, and 
various organizational personnel 
with an interest in that day’s 
particular budgetary discussion. 


If 
t h e 
same 
party 
(Democratic) 
controls 
both 
chambers, 
and 
thereby both 
appropriations 
committees, 


wouldn’t it make sense for joint 
hearings? This way a Depart­ 
ment would only have to display 
its 
budgetary 
wares 
at 
one 
sitting instead of two. This a,Iso 
would save everybody time all 
the way around. 


Well, there are some solid 
arguments for having separate 
but equal hearings vis-a-vis the 
budget (although in the past 
there have been a few joint 
hear inis.) 


The 
“separatists” 
use 
this 
argument: 
merging 
both ap­ 
propriations committees clutters 
up the proceedings with a lot 
of bodies and questions, such 
as: 


Which a p p r o p r i a t i o n s 
chairman 
would preside? 
(A 
delicate 
decision 
because 
a 
budget hearing can easily drift 
into 
bickering, 
charges-and- 
countercharges, etc. Therefore, 
a diplomatic but firm gavel is 


in order.) But perhaps most 
decisive is the fact that each 
chamber has its own unique 
brand of fiscal philosophy so the 
line of questioning can and often 
does differ from one chamber’s 
budget hearing to the other. 
So separation is the order of 
this year’s budgetary hearings. 
What next? 
A f t e r 
hearing 
all 
the 
necessary testimony, the two 
appropriations committees will 
huddle in private and then come 
up with their own versions of 
what the forthcoming budget 
should entail. Their most im­ 
portant decision 
will be the 
grand 
total of the 
spending 
blueprint. 
This development is still a 
few months away — but don’t 
be surprised if there is a vivid 
contrast between their version 
of the budget and the original 
money plan as submitted by the 
Chief of State.

Determined to find out for 
herself, she placed a want-ad 
in the New York Times in which 
she sought to locate anyone who 
experienced a remission of the 
disease. It was her hope to 
obtain similar medical results 
for her brother. She received 
hundreds of answers, 
among 
them a multitude of appeals for 
help, and saw the great need 
for an organized effort in their 
behalf. And so the 
National 
Multiple Sclerosis Society was 
off and running, with a first

organization. 
She 
soon 
found 
that 
ad­ 
ministration of the new society

dilemma

faced by candidates for the U.S. 
House of Representatives from 
Pennsylvania d i s t r i c t s , in- 
e l u d i n g 
Pottstown 
Mayor 
Brower B Yerger, 
who was 
s e e k i n g 
the 
Democratic 
nomination in the 5th District. 
And. depending on which way 
one wants to view the com­ 
plicated 
and 
conflicting laws 
coming from Washington and 
Harrisburg, 
M a y o r 
Yerger 
either has or has not complied 
with a requirement for filing 
statements 
on 
his 
campaign 
spending. 
A new federal law which took 
effect April 3 (and regulating 
only candidates seeking federal 
office) requires that all can­ 
didates 
file 
a 
statement 
of 
campaign 
spending 
with 
the 
Clerk of the U.S. House no later 
than April 20. 


DID FILE 
The fact the mayor filed his 
statement there well before the 
deadline was verified Tuesday 
yet an Associated Press story 
listed him among 66 candidates 
for 
Congress 
from 
around 
Pennsylvania 
who 
have 
not 
complied with the requirements. 
T h o s e 
requirements, 
ac­ 
cording to the Associted Press, 
insist 
that the 
statement of 
campaign 
spending 
by 
can­ 
didates for 
federal office be 
filed not only with the Clerk 
of the U.S. House but also with 
the Pennsylvania Department of 
State as well. 
Yet this conflicts with Penn­ 
sylvania law, which says all 
candidates for public office — 
without exception — have until 
May 15 of this year to file 
statements of their campaign 
spending. 
And therein lies the problem.

change a state law which has 
been in existence for years?

he has more than enough to 
keep him busy. “1 have a man 
who works for me and together

everything,” he stated. “Once 
in a while, we get a big job 
like a broken pipe1 that has to 
be fixed bv a plumber.” 
Ba rtholomew 
a 1 so 
repa in t s 
and renovates apartments when 
they have been vacated. “Even 
if someone’s only been 'here for 
six months, the entire apart­ 
ment is repainted,” he said. 
Occasionally, 
Bartholomew 
receives a complaint from a 
tenant about a noisy neighbor. 
“These apartments are pretty 
soundproof but when some of 
these stereo systems are turned 
up. you can hear them in the 
next county,” he said.

he 
doesn’t do anv maintenance two 
full-time 
maintenance 
men 
living at the apartments attend 
to that — he has the respon­ 
sibility of keeping the apart­ 
ments occupied and the tenants 
happy. 
“ It takes a few years of ex­ 
perience to learn all the pitfalls 
of 
managing 
an 
apartment 
building,” 
Bechtel 
explained. 
“But 
after six 
years, 
we’ve 
learned how to solve most of 
our problems.” 
Bechtel said screening tenants 


assures that a good relationship 
among tenants will be main­ 
tained. ' “We 
have 
very 
few 
vacancies.” he confided, “so we 
can be somewhat selective in 
choosing 
our 
tenants. 
As 
a 
result, we have a very high 
calibre of people.” 
SIM ILAR TENANTS 
The manager added that he 
tries to put similar tenants dose 
together. “We try to place a 
older tenant near other older 
tenants.” he said, “and tenants 
with children are always placed 
on the ground floor, where the 
noise doesn’t carry so much.” 
Very few tenants eomlpain. he 
said, and complaints always are 
given immediate consideration. 
“ We always try to make repairs 
within 24 hours,” he said, “and 
if there’s a complaint 
about 
noise, we always call the of­ 
fending 
person 
and 
talk 
to 
him.” 
Bechtel also finds that most 
tenants are very co-operative. 
“ Many 
tenants 
don’t 
realize 
how much noise they make with 
their stereo or television Some 
of them lived in a house all 
their lives and they’re not used 
to 
having 
to 
consider 
close 
neighbors. 
But 
they’re 
co­ 
operative when their attention 
is called to the noise.” 
The only other trouble Bechtel 
faces is delinquent renters. “ We 
are 
very 
liberal 
with 
our 
tenants and we treat all tenants 
alike,” he declared. “ If they 
don’t pay by the 10th of the 
month we refer the ma‘ter to 
a justice of the peace.” 
“Some 
people 
think 
that’s 
terrible and wonder how we can 
do it, but we have to,” he 
r e f 1 e c t e d . “The apartment 
house is a business, after all, 
and we have to keep it in the 
black.” Fortunately, he noted, 
delinquent renters are rare.

collecting, 
all 
kinds 
for

occasions, in china, ceramics 
and sterling silver. 
The beauty of many special 
issue 
plates 
a t t r a c t e d 
housewives to them for years 
and 
plates 
like 
the 
Royal 
Copenhagen series were coveted 
kitchen 
and 
dinng 
room 
decorations. 
But lately the profit angle is 
playing 
a 
bigger 
part 
in 
collectors’ efforts and no longer 
is the hobby for housewives 
only. 
Joseph W. Moyer of Moyer’s 
Jewelers, 24 N. Charlotte St., 
last 
week 
had a man from 
Reading come racing 
to his 
store to purchase a plate he 
couldn’t find elsewhere and a 
collector from Wayne gratefully 
claimed another special plate. 
“ I think most of the people 
start their collections because 
they like the plates but in the 
backs of their minds is the idea 
that the plates will increase in 
value,” Moyer said. 
“Of course, some people buy 
only for the investment.” 
One of the most 
dramatic 
illustrations of the investment 
value is the Franklin Mint’s 
Norman Rockwell series that 
began in 1979.

Hie 
plates sold 
$190 each 
w hen new. 
Today 
the 
same 
plate 
is 
selling for $800 to $1,390 if a 
prospective buyer can find one 
for sale at all, Rosenberry said. 
“The Rockwell plate situation 
is somewhat spectacular and 
there was a number of reasons 
for the price jump,” he com­ 
mented. “The name Rockwell 
helped a lot and it was the first 
plate issued by the mint.” 
The 
1971 
plate by now is 
selling for $300 to $500 and the 
Mothers day plate, $115 new, 
already is up to $200 to $250, 
Rosenberry said. 
W h a t 
gives 
all 
com­ 
memorative plates an almost, 
guaranteed increasing value is 
the fact that most are limited 
editions. That means after a 
predetermined 
n u in b e r 
is 
p r o d u c e d , 
the 
mold 
is 
destroyed. 
“The demand always is much 
greater 
than 
the 
supply,” 
Rosenberry' said. 
He noted that the mint’s first 
Mother’s Day plate is being 
produced 
this 
year 
and 
he 
already .sold all 
he 
will 
be 
allotted 
by 
the 
mint, 
even 
though 
the 
plates 
won’t 
be 
delivered until late this month. 
"Because it’s a first annual 
plate, 
it 
will 
be greatly 
in 


demand.” Rosenberry said. 
“ 1 think in the beginning most 
people 
who 
bought the 
1970 
Rockwell plate did so because 
it 
was 
solid silver and ex­ 
tremely attractive. 
“ But since people discovered 
the great value of these plates

them more as an investment.”

Gravel said he will continue 
his efforts to place the full 
document in the Record, and he 
arranged to be recognized for 
15 minutes when the Senate re­ 
sumes business Thursday. 
Meanwhile, he said, he has 
distributed excerpts from the 
still classified papers to follow 
senators, including some Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidates. 
And he said he would continue 
to do so even at the risk of a 
censure motion for 
official secrets.

wing “death squad” is respon­ 
sible for bombings, torture and 
assassinations.

say some police and military 
officers apparently are involved 
in a death squad sim ilar to 
Brazil's notorious bands of off- 
duty policemen. 


The Tupamaros charge that 
the U.S. Embassy and the Ar­ 
gentine arm y intelligence serv­ 
ice have helped the squad. Both 
countries dismiss this accusa­ 
tion as false. 
The leftist Tupamaros made 
their claims in a document dis­ 
tributed to seven congressional 
leaders.

cluded with a list of II “death 
squad m em bers” marked for 
assassination by Tupamaros. 
Three on the list were killed

Windows Can

Fire Exits 


Of the m any factors to con­ 
sider when choosing a window, 
add this — windows can, and 
should 
be 
able 
to 
serve 
as 
emergency fire exits. 
While 
prevention 
is 
ad­ 
mittedly the best way to fight 
the threat of fire, it is not 
'possible 
to 
eliminate 
all 
its 
causes. The next best step is 
to be prepared, in case of fire, 
to take the steps necessary to 
avoid injury and effect escape,., 
The ability to get out of a 
burning 
building 
quickly 
and 
easily 
is 
of 
param ount 
im ­ 
portance. 
And 
this 
requires 
sufficient, 
readily-accessible 
exits. 
Realizing this, most, architects 
and builders take into account 
the role of windows as potential 
emergency 
exits. 
It 
is 
now 
recognized., tor instance, 
that 
window less schools or offices, 
o r 
buildings 
which 
lack 
operating 
windows, 
not 
only 
impede escape from fire but. 
can 
prevent 
ventilation 
of 
smoke. 
O n 
the 
other 
hand, 
strategically located operating 
windows can add to a building's 
overall fire safety. 
Leading window m anufacture, 
points out that 
the key fire 
safely factor in a window is 
whether it will m ake a practical 
exit. This means it m ust open 
easily and be low enough and 
large enough 
to get 
out of. 
Casement 
windows 
make ex­ 
cel lent. fire exits because they 
swing out to a 90-degree angle 
and 
open 
full 
height. 
Patio 
doors and gliding windows are 
also good exits because of their 
easy 
operation 
and 
"full” 
openings. 
In order to take advantage 
of fire exits, however. It is 
necessary to be able to reach 
them 
quickly 
under 
adverse 
conditions — darkness, smoke, 
excitement, fear, A m anufac­ 
turer urges parents to work out 
family escape plans for their 
homes, 
just 
as 
schools 
and 
businesses do. These simple, but 
life-saving 
steps 
are 
recom ­ 
mended : 
• Make a, floor plan of the 
house, 
marking 
all 
windows, 
doors, stairways, porches and 
porch roofs. 
• Figure out two ways to get 
out of every room — especially 
the bedrooms. 
• If there are very young, 
elderly or sick, people in the 
house, assign someone to assist 
them in case of fire. 
• Agree to get out of the 
house fast, not to search for 
pets or belongings, to assemble 
in one place outside, and only 
then to call the fire department. 
• E x p 1 a i n the escape 
procedure carefully, especially 
to children, and hold occasional 
day and night-time fire drills, 
if everyone knows what to do 
in case of fire, there is less 
likelihood of panic and a far 
better chance for escape.

should be avoided. And it is 
essential that the fabrics should 
have the protection of a modern 
finish, such as “ Zepel” soil and 
s t a i n

decorated with stretched fabric

When the fabric is protected 
with such a finish an accidental 
stain can be removed without 
perm anent dam age, and

Look for 
these words on the selvage. 
Almost any pattern may be 
used, but stripes tend to end up 
wavy

When two lengths are seamed 
so that these touch, the fabric 
pattern matches.

overlap to be turned under top 
and bottom. 
Stick a handful of pushpins 
in a bar of soap as a pincushion 
and

protection and easy use. Mount 
your ladder in the center of the 
wall with the top center of the 
fabric in hand and the push-pins 
in reach. Turn under an inch 
of the fabric at, the top and 
secure it to the lath within a 
quarter-inch of the moulding. 
Fasten the middle foot or so 
of the fabric at the top, then 
loosely pin the top of the fabric 
up out of the way along the 
top edge. 
Next, turn under and fasten 
the bottom center. The push-pin 
operation essentially involves a 
pinching and stretching of the 
fabric with, one hand while the 
pm is placed with the other. 
It usually happens that there 
is a seam at this midpoint of 
the fabric, and it is an ad­ 
vantage for you can take a 
clear check of the vertically 
of the work with a plumb.

LIKE FACING 
The panel seam s may very 
well curve like facing bows. This 
is not a cause for too great con­ 
cern. Pulling and fastening the 
ends (or sides, if you prefer 
the term ) gives the opportunity 
to pull the seams straight,,. 
Once the panel is tight, the 
staple 
gun 
comes 
into 
play. 
These should be as heavy duty, 
display-type,, as one can rent, 
borrow' or buy. The staples do 
not need to be too heavy, but 
the possibility of rust has to be 
considered, and in humid areas 
use of brass staples makes good 
sense. In more tem perate areas 
rust is not a great danger since 
the surface will be covered with 
glue and the concealing braid, 
excluding air. 
The 
staples 
are 
placed 
parallel 
to the edge 
of 
the 
fabric, spaced a half-inch to an 
inch, depending on the weight 
of the cloth. When fastening the 
bottom of the cloth, you may 
need to reverse the stapler in 
order to clear the baseboard. 
One prime rule is. that one 
never "turns” a corner. This 
means 
that 
you 
should 
not 
curve the cloth around a corner. 
Rather, 
finish off 
and 
start 
again on the new wall. The two 
rows of corner staples can be 
covered with a line of braid. 
If the rule is defied the fabric 
will curve around the corner, 
and while this might be ap­ 
pealing 
it 
could 
easily 
be 
pierced if someone pushed a 
piece of furniture into it. 
Small areas over doors or 
windows should be treated like 
a small, separate wail, and once 
the top and bottom are stapled 
the sides can be joined to the 
larger wall area of cloth with, 
fine over cast stitching.

ravel. 
Control this by making a fresh 
cut across the braid and setting 
it immediately into a blob of 
glue at one end of the top of 
the panel. Immediately secure 
it with a push-pin from the soap 
bar pincushion then apply a line 
of glue along the row of staples 
and mount the next six inches 
of the braid and secure with 
a push-pin. 
The glue will set in a short 
while and the pins should be 
eased out as soon as possible 
to avoid pin holes. Ecess glue 
is no problem on the fabric (but 
should 
be 
wiped 
off painted 
surfacest since it dries clear 
and does not affect the texture 
of the fabric. 


AVOID STRAINING 


Keep the weight of the bolt 
of braid from straining your 
work by tucking it into an apron, 
pocket. It is: neater to cut, the 
braid the right length at the 
end of the row rather than 
forcing it to turn the corner. 
In covering the ends of the 
panel, work from the top down. 
Ceilings can be treated as 
well, but the usual technique 
is to drape, rather than stretch­ 
ing it, from the ceiling edge 
to the center. 
The vacuum cleaner is your 
cleaning tool for fabric covered 
rooms and one should be certain 
that the tool Itself to: freshly 
washed.
